that something is wron^,' in our methods of distribution. 
JI0 (]0f.s llot need to be familiar with higher mathe- 
matics to feel -sure that 1^.000,000 bales of cotton 
ought to be \\orth more than 0,000,000 bales; for cach 
of the 12,000,000 bales will be genuinely serviceable 
soonei or later in clothing the world. 


We know that no commodity will be long produced below the cost of 


production, and therefore it ought never be necessary to market any farm 
commodity below such cost; for if that commodity can be stored and held, 
the world will ha\e to pay the cost some day. 


These problems ha\e been met and sohed, in a large nienMire. in 


Holland and Denmark and among the fruit growers of Cahlonna, b\ the 
organization of farmer's co-opera the societies. 
These societies do not 


attempt arbitrarily to fix prices. They do studv the probable demand and 
attempt to adjust production to meet that demand. 


Instead of throwing the entire season's crop upon the market \uthin 


a few short weeks, the} provide for orderly marketing of their product1-. 
The tendency of this is to stabilize the market. And stabilizing the inar- 
k^t of any product js in the end best for the consumer and the producer. 


It is never a good thing for anvone when any useful commodity is 


sold for less than the cost, for under the inexorable law-, of economics cur- 
tailed production \\ill follow until prices abnormally high arc the ie-ult. 
Any commodity that is produced profitably year after year vull in a long 
eerier of Aeais lv pioduced more cheaply than where there are violent 
fluctuations. 


"While in even other industry Ave are abreast of the most ad\nneed 


nations—in commerce, in manufacture, in banking and merchandising— 
there is not a nation in the world that cannot teach America something 
about farming.

guished for Centuries. 


High Ideals of the First President a 


Heritage From Men Who Had 


Made England Great. 


February 22 is the birthday of that 


son of Virginia and of old stock of the 
British isles, without whose high en- 
deavor and fortitude there would pos- 
sibly not be upon the earth today a 
United States of America. 


It is worth our while from time to 


time, even in an irreverent and forget- 
ful age, to remind ourselves what price 
was paid by those who went before us 
for the heritage we enjoy—and what 
virtues were practiced by them to 
make that payment possible and to 
complete their purchase. 


Washington was of a type that 


might fare ill at the polls these days. 
He was austere with an austerity that 
some of his contemporaries termed ar- 
rogance. He was dignified with a dig- 
nity that would ill n't the manners of 
the hustings and appeals for votes to- 
day. 
He believed in the leadership of 


those 
whose 
attainments 
qualified 


them for leadership. He thought that 
sducation and experience in handling 
large private affairs were useful to 
men intrusted \\ith large public af- 
fairs. 


Under the control of an iron will he 


hud violent passions, which now and 
again 
(lamed out at cowardice or 


demagoguery or corruption. 


He possessed what was then the 


largest private fortune in the thirteen 
colonies. He traced his blood for cen- 
turies, through a line of English "coun- 
try gentlemen," and he maintained the 
use of a coat-of-arms granted his fore- 
bears—a eoat of arms perpetuated by 
its suggestion of the coat of arms and 
flag of the American Union. 


He was moral heir of the barons 


who exacted the Great Charter from 
King John 
at 
Hunnymecle, of 
the 


school of John Hampden and 
the 


earlier Oliver Cromwell, rather than 
of Harrison and Uarebones. He would 
have been at home with the men who 
ousted James II rather than with those 
who finally beheaded Charles 
the 


The Washington Elm at Cambridge, 


Mass., Under 
Which the 
General 


Took Command of the Continental 
Army, July 3, 1775. 


First. There1 was nothing in him tol- 
erant of the Wat Tjlers that Kngland 
lias bred along with her Sidneys and 
Drakes and Fairfaxes and Lovelaces. 


He belic\ed in the propriety of great 


possessions. Social justice in his time 
did not exact of Americans the atten- 
tion given to economic justice—the 
right to work <uid trade, and be prop- 
erly paid for the doing—and that in 
turn gave way in the public mind to 
the related rule of political justice. 


So it came about that the American 


Revolution was initiated, fought and 
won on the ancient principle of the 
British 
constitution, "No 
taxation 


without representation," which the col 
onists declared should govern this side 
of the Atlantic as well. 


Washington belie\ed that great po<- 


sessions of mind or of matter imposed 
great obligations. 
He believed that 


the "able-man" owed a debt to his fel- 
lows in the measure of his ability. And 
he carried into his public service a 
fortitude 
which no disaster could 


break, a sense of duty that no opposi- 
tion could swerve, and a conscience 
which 
willingly risked "life," 
"for- 


tune'' and "sacred honor" for the pub- 
lic cause in which he was enlisted. He 
set no store on lofty station save as it 
gave opportunity to help his country 
and his countrymen, and for the self- 
seeker and the time server he enter- 
tained the stern contempt visited like- 
wise upon the poltroon and the charla- 
tan.

•mere was a time in the world when 


3. man could do pretty much as he 
pleased. What one man did was of 
little concern to anyone else, for it had 
little effect on anyone else. 
Those 


days are gone, however, and they 
never will return. Today, no man can 
live entirely unto himself. Life is a 
complicated affair under modern con- 
ditions. No one man in any commun- 
ity is entirely independent of all others 
in that community. 


Organized society, in the form of 


governments, national, state and local, 
have recognized the new conditions 
and have decreed that every man must 
observe certain rules in his relations 
with his fellow men. He must not do 
certain things that would endanger the 
health of other people in his commun- 
ity. 
He must not do such things as 


would disturb the peace and quiet of 
his neighborhood. He must remember 
that he owes a duty to his community. 


Not Question of Right 


A man may say that he has the right 


to spend his money where he pleases; 
that no*one can stop him if he wants 
to buy his groceries, his clothes and 
his furniture in some city miles away 
from where he earns the money to pay 
for them. He is right. There is no 
law to prevent him from doing so, un- 
less it is the law of self-preservation. 
The man who has the right to send his 
money away to some distant city in- 
stead of spending it at home, also has 
the right to send his children to that 
city to be educated in the schools, 
which his money helps to support, but 
he doesn't exercise that right. 
He 


sends his children to the local schools, 
the maintenance of which is made pos- 
sible by the men who spend their 
money at home. 


Life in any community today Is a 


give-and-take proposition. A man" can 
not take everything and give nothing 
and get away with it for any great 
length of time. He can not take his 
living from a community nnd give 
sotting back to help the other fellow 


mnlco a living, n no CUTS ore tne otner 
fellow's living, he is bound eventually 
to cut off his own, for unless the other 
follow has money to buy his labor or 
his goods he cannot make a living 
himself. 


You may say that what you buy 


doesn't amount to much and the money 
that you send away to the mail order 
houses in other cities can not have any 
great effect upon the general business 
conditions in your town. 
Maybe it 


doesn't amount to much and maybe it 
won't have any great effect upon the 
community's prosperity in itself, but 
what will be the result if every person 
in the community, or half of them, or 
n tenth of them, take the same view 
of the matter. 
Your business, in it- 


self, may not amount to much, but 
1nkon to-other with the business of a. 
hundred others in the community, it 
amounts to a great deal. It amounts 
to the difference between a prosper- 
ous community and a "dead" one. It 
amounts to the difference, in the end, 
hetwef-n good times and bad times for 
yourself and your own family. If yon 
lived on a desert islo, it would make 
no difference where you sont your 
money, because it would make no dif- 
ference whether you had any money at 
all or not. But yon/are not living upon 
a desert isle. 
You are living in n 


modern community. To do everything 
possible to build up that community is 
not only a duty which you owe to the 
community, but— more important still

Taxes Will Increase. 


You have children to educate. You 


want your community to have good 
schools so that your children nuiy have 
the same advantages that the children 
in the big city have. If you live on a. 
farm you need good roads over which 
to haul your products to market. You 
may say that you pay your share of 
the taxes out of which the school- 
houses are built and the roads con- 
structed. Maybe you do pay your share, 
in proportion to the value of your 
world's goods, but where is the other 
fellow to get the money to pay his 
share of the taxes if, after you pay 
your taxes, you send the remainder of 
your money to some other community 
to help build their schools and con- 
struct their roads. The merchants of 
any community pay a very consider- 
able part of the taxes collected in that 
community. Go to the tax books and 
you will find this tc be the case. When 
the business of the merchant falls off 
and he carries smaller stocks and has 
less money in the bank, he pays Small- 
er taxes, and as the amount he pays 
in taxes decreases, the amount you 
pay must increase If the schools arc 
to be maintained and the roads kept 
up. It may be a man's own business if 
he wants to send his money to help 
build up the big cities where the mail 
order house? flourish, but it's poor 
business for himself as well as ror 
everybody else in the community in 
which ho lives.

SET:KS TO RECOVER so\ 


A hearing of a petition for a writ of 


habeas corpus for the return of the 
ifc-year-old son of William A. Chritz- 
man, Gettysburg, was held.

February 27 with the 
young boy and give reasons why a 
writ of habeas corpus should not be 
filed against him. Later in the day 
Wilt responded to the order of Judge 
Pearson by stating that the person 
of Alexis A. Chritzman was not m his 
"custody, power, or possession" and 
for these reasons he could not present 
the lad at the hearing next Monday.

ii civilization is to go on. AVhcn he sees that the total 
% 
value of an unusually large crop is less in the markets 
- 
• ^ 
of the world tlian the value of a small crop, he knows 
that something is wrong in our methnds of distribution. 
He does not need to he familiar with higher mathe- 
matics to feel sure that 12,000,000 bales of cotton 
ought to be worth more than 6,000,000 bales; for eaeh 
of the 12,000,000 bales will be genuinely serviceable 
sooner or later in clothing the world. 


We know^ that no commodity will be long produced below the cost of 
production, and therefore it ouglit never be necessary to market any farm 
commodity below such cost; for if that commodity can be stored and held, 
the world -will liave to pay the cost some day. 


These problems have been met and solved, in a largo mensure, in 
Holland and Denmark and among the fruit growers of C'alifornia, by the 
organization of farmer's co-operalive societies. 
TheRe societies do not 
attempt arbitrarily to fix prices. 
They do study the prol)ablo demand and 
attempt to adjust production to meet that demand. 


Instead of throwing the entire season's crop upon the market within 
a few short M-eeks, they provide for orderly marketing of their products. 
The tendenev of this is to stabilize the market. 
And stabilizing the mar- 
ket of any product is iu the end best for the consumer and the producer. 


It is never a good thing for anyone when any useful commodity is 
sold for loss than the cost, for under the inexorable laws of economics cur- 
tailed production will follow until prices abnormally high are the result. 
Any commodity that is produced profitably year after year will in a long 
series of years L.' produced more cheaply than where there are violent 
fluctuations. 


"While in every otlier industry we are abreast of the most advanced 
nations—in commerce, in manufacture, in banking and merchandising— 
there is not a nation in the world that cannot teach America something 
about farming. 


The American Woman of the Old Stock 
Shows a Superior Head in Size 


By DR. ALES HRDLICKA, U. S. National Museum. 


7'hc main characteristics of the old Americans are, first of all, a tall 
stature. 
They are, if we disregard a few small groups, the tallest of 
-wliitoH, averaging five feet eight inches in the men and five feet four inches 
in the women. 
This suj^eriority is in part a distinctly American acijuisi- 
tion. 


They are mostly relatively "spare" in early adult life, with rather a 
tendency to overweight later on. 
In this connection there appears one 
serious feature^-many of tlie younger women are behind their due stand- 
ard. 
Their chest, their muscles, are relatively not as well developed as are 
tlw^n of the men. 
The men, in the average, are in every way a fine lot. 


But the American woman .^hows a su])erior head in size. 
'J'he size of 
lier head is somewhat above what it usually is in relation to the average 
head of the male, and it is also perceptibly above that indicated by her 
stature. 
As the size of head means a corresponding size of brain, we have 
here a highly favorable condition.

The greatly imreabed powers over na- 
ture have not been used with lorrespouding growths of control and sense 
of responsibility. 
The gains of mechanics and of chemistry, of movement 
in air and in water, have been most actively developed for destruction. 
In general, the cinema 1ms been exploited rather to degrade our ideas than 
to confer any real benefit. The right u^e of our opportunities has been 
dwarfed by their wrong use. 


The questions which arise from the fact that knowledge is gro\ving 
faster than the moral sense, and of how to use knowledge, are almost in- 
boluble. 
Yet they threaten all civilization. 


Tiie idea of a union of scientific workers dictating liow their discov- 
eries are to be used, or agreeing to conceal dangerous knowledge, is quite 
futile. Wlmtever can be used for destruction will ^e so used by the lea^t 
scrupulous power and that will set tjie standard to tjlie other powers by 
theer necessity.

Washington 
was

type 
tliat 
might fare ill at the polls the.se days. 
Me was austere with an austerity that 
some of his contemporaries termed ar- 
rogance. 
He was dignified with a dig- 
nity that would ill fit the manners of 
the hustings and appeals for votes to- 
day. He believed In the leadership of 
those 
whose 
attainments 
qualified 
them for leadership. 
He thouirht that 
education and experience In handling 
lar;;e private affairs were useful to 
men intrusted with large public af- 
fairs. 


Under the control of an iron will he 
had violent passions, wliich now and 
aiiain 
llamed 
out 
at 
cowardice 
or 
demaffoixuery or corruption. 


He possessed 
what 
was then 
the 
largest private fortune in the thirteen 
colonies. 
He traced his blood for cen- 
turies throuirh a line of English "coun- 
try gentlemen/' and he maintained the 
use of a coat-of-arms granted his fore- 
bears—a coat of arms perpetuated by 
its suggestion of the coat of arms and 
flag of the American Union. 


He was moral heir of the barons 
who exacted the (ireat Charter from

First. 
There was nothing in him tol- 
erant of the Wat T>'lers that England 
lias bred along with her Sidneys and 
Drakes and Fairfaxes and Lovelaces. 


He believed in the propriety of great 
possessions. 
Social justice in his time 
did not exact of Americans the atten- 
tion 
given 
to economic 
justice—tlie 
right to work and trade, and be prop- 
erly paid for the doing—and that In 
turn gave way in the public mind to 
the related rule of political justice.

What one man did was oi 
little concern to anyone else, for It had 
little elTect on anyone else! 
Those 
days are gone, however, and 
they 
never will return. Today, no man can 
live entirely unto himself. 
Life is a 
complicated affair under modern con- 
ditions, Ko one man In any commun- 
ity is entirely independent ot all others 
in that community. 


Organized society, In the form of 
governments, national, state and local, 
have recognized the new conditions 
and have decreed that every man must 
observe certain rules In his relations 
with his fellow men. He must not do 
certain things that would endanger the 
health of other people in his commun- 
ity. 
He must not do such things as 
would disturb the peace and quiet of 
his neighborhood. 
He must remember 
that he owes a duty to his community. 


Not Question of Right 


A man may say that he has the right 
to spend his money where he pleases; 
that no^one can stop him if he wants 
to buy his groceries, his clothes and 
Ills furniture In some city miles away 
from where he earns the money to pay 
for them. 
He is right. 
There is no 
law to prevent him from doing so. un- 
less it is the law of self-preservation. 
The man who has the right to send his 
money away to some distant city in- 
stead of spending It at home, also has 
the right to send his children to that 
city to be educated in the schools, 
which his money helps to support, but 
he doesn't exercise that right. 
He 
sends his children to the local schools, 
the maintenance of which is made pos- 
sible by the men who spend 
their 
money at home. 


Life in any community today is a 
give-and-take proposition, 
A imiS can 
not take everything and give nothing 
and get away with it for any great 
length of time. 
He can not take his 
Jiving from a community and 
give 
»iotziirig back to help the other fellow 


mnlco a ilvinic. ir no CUTS on: ine orner 
fellow's living, he Is bound eventually 
to cut off his own, for unless the other 
fellow has money to buy his labor or 
his goods he cannot make a living 
himself. 


You may say that what you buy 
doesn't amount to much and the money 
that you send away to the mail order 
houses in other cities can not have any 
great effi^t upon the general business 
conditions in your town. 
Maybe it 
doesn't amount to much and maybe it 
won't have any great effect upon the 
community's prosperity in itself, but 
what will be the result If every person 
In the community, or half of them, or 
ft tenth of them, take the same view 
of the matter. 
Your business, in it- 
self. may not amount to much, but 
taken together with the business of a 
hundred others In the community, it 
amounts to a great deal. 
It amounts 
to the difference between a prosper- 
ous community and a "dead'* one. 
It 
amounts to the difference, in the end, 
between good times and bad times for 
yourself and your own family. If you 
lived on a desert isle, it would make 
no difference where you sent 
your 
money, because it would make no dif- 
ference whether you had any money at 
all or not. But you/are not living upon 
a desert isle. 
You are living in a 
modern community. To do everything 
possible to build up that community Is 
not only a duty wiilch you owe to the 
comnmnlty. but—more important still 
—It is a duty which you owe to your- 
self. 


Taxes Will Increase, 


You have children to educate. 
You 
want your community to have good 
schools so that your children may have 
the same advantages that the children 
in the big city have. If you live on a 
farm you need good roads over which 
to haul your products to market. 
You 
may say that you pay your share of 
the taxes out of which the school- 
houses are built and the roads con- 
.structed. Maybe you do pay your share, 
in proportion to the value of your 
world's goods, but where is the other 
fellow to get the money to pay his 
share of the taxes if. after you pay 
your taxes, you send the remainder of 
your money to some other community 
to help build their schools and con- 
struct their roads. 
The merchants of 
any community pay a very consider- 
able part of the taxes collected in that 
community. 
Go to the tax books and 
you will find this to be the case. When 
the business of the merchant falls off 
and he carries smaller stocks and has 
less money in the bank, he pays femall- 
er taxes, and as the amount he pays 
in taxes decreases, the amount you 
pay must increase if the schools are 
to be maintained and the roads kept 
up. It may be a man's own business if 
he wants to send his money to help 
build up the big cities where the mail 
order houses ilourish, but it's ponr 
biisines.s' for himself as well as jor 
evprvbudy else in the community in 
which hi» lives.
